in his Sufferings and Glory. Tis true, we 
are ſure to meet with ſtrong Oppoſition in 
our Endeavours that way; both from the 
Cunningly devis'd Fables of our own Luſts 
and Natural Paſſions, and from the Wiſdom 
of this World; but againſt the Danger of 
both theſe, our. Greg Apoſtle has.take care 
to ſecure us. In #M Epiſtle, he ſeems to 
have his Eye moſt eſpecially fix d ung 
ſuch Perſons, as might properly enough be 
calbd the Deifts of his Time; Men of Reg;

* 6 { forfooth) "y Ae who "way 
temning the dull Tracks of Revelation) had 
contriv'd a fine and caſy Scheme of Reli- 
gion, exactly calculated for the Humours of 

a Lewd: and Debauch'd Generation of 3 
ſuch as they had to deal with. They 

pos d no heavy Burthens on their Proſclites, 
But their Precepts were generally ſmootli 
and taking; the grand Maxim of their 
Schools being, Let us eat and drink, for 1 
morrow we dye. 

Theſe Principles, we may caſily i imagine, 
wall quickly gain Credit and Repute, and 
meet with an Univerſal Welcome; as being 
ſuch as ſooth'd Men up in their beloved 
| Vices and Immoralities: And therefore *twas 
no Wonder if St. Paul was houted at and 
deſpis'd, when he ventur'd to broach his 
New Doctrines; preaching up Chrift and the 
Reſurrection. Why ? To tal Men of Senſe, 
of Cracifying a . Luſt; of parting 
with a Right Hand; of pluching out an Eye; 
of bleſſing thoſe that... guiſe them; of loving 
their Enemies; of prafMg for thoſe that de- 

_ ſpitefully uſe them, and Fe them; and 
bp undergoing a Thouſand the bike: Severi- 
ties, for the ſake of an rn Ahn 
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of Heaven, theſe are hard (intolerably Hard) 
Sayings. Who can bear them? 
And yet this is the Rigorous State of 
Chriſtianity, as the Apoſtle had deſcribed it 
to them. No marvail then, if his Sermons. 
met with a very cold and ſorry Reception. 
Alas! Meer Fleſbh and Blood (which was all 
that theſc Philoſophers pretended to take 
care of) were not fit to inherit the Kingdom, 
as it appear'd in Every of his Diſcourſes. 
However, this 1s the true and very State of 
the Caſe ; theſe the only Conditions of Sal- 
vation under the Goſpel . And therefore he 
here peremptorily commands his Son 7imo- 
| thy (as ever he hopes, in the Great Day, to 
give a good Account of his Stewardſhip) man- 
tully to teach theſe things, and maintain them. 
This he is commanded to lay down as a 
Faithful Saying (an Unqueſtionable and In-

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Task for frail Humanity to ſtand any One of 
theſe fiery Tryals; and next to an Impoſſibility 
for it to vafquiſh them all. *Twill therefore 
highly concern us to enquire how we are 
provided to encounter and grapple with 
theſe Afflictions: And, as ſoon as ever we 
do that, we ſhall immediately diſcover that 
cf our ſelves we are not able to do any thing, 
as of our ſelves, but that all our Sufficiency is 
from God. Tis his Glory to aid and aſſiſt us 
under all our Infirmities; and we have good 
Encouragement to rely upon Him for Help, 
when we conſider that He himſelf is the firſt 
Mover and Author of all our Sufferings. 
This fingle Reflection prevail'd with good 
old Eli to hiten to Samuel's ſevere Meſſage, 
denouncing Judgments againſt him and his 
Houſe, with this pious Submiſſion— It is the 
Lord'; let him do what ſeemeth him good"! 
Surcly then, inſtead of languiſhing under 
the Preſſure of any Extraordinary Affliction, 
it will. mach better become the Profeſſors of 
our Religion to embrace preſent Miſcrics as 
an Earneſt of our future Happineſs ; and, 
with the greatcſt Readineſs imaginable, to 
ſubmit to ſuch Stripes as will heal us, and are 
the happy Inſtruments of our Reconciliation 
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Body and Soul into Hell. This will Buoy us 


- Whenywe have once wrouglit our ſelves 
up to this holy Frame of Spirit, not any (nor 
indeed all) of the Sufferings we have men- 

tion'd will be able to diſcompoſe us. Ihe 
bloodyeſt Tortufcs, ro which our Bodies 
may be expos d by the Rage and Fury of 
our Enemies, cannot touch us; as long as 
we have the Verdict of a good Conſcience 
to aſſure us that our Peace is made with 
Him, who has the ſole Power of throwing 


up under the ſharpeſt Encounters to which 
we. are lyable in our Pilgrimage on Earth; 
whilſt we have not the Sentence of. Death in 


our felves, but our Truft is in that God which 


raiſed. the Dead. Neither ſhall we need (be- 
ing thus rooted in the Faith) to be con- 


cern'd at any of the moſt terrible Storms or 


Shocks of Fortune. Theſe Plagues will not 
come fo nigh our Dweſlings, the Innermoſt 
Receſſes of our Souls, as to diſturb our 
Peace and Quiet.

| and Poctical. 7. hy Throne, 0 God, is for ever 


and ever. The Scepter of thy Kingdom is a 
right Scepter. Thy God hath anointed thee 
with the Oyl of Gladueſi above thy Fellows. 
With mich more, to the ſame purpoſe, in | 
the 45th Pſalm; wherein we have all the BB 
Delicacics of a Prince's Court, in its full „ 
Beauty and Splendour, ſumm'd up and ap. 
ply'd to our Saviour's Kingdom. 
But ſtill, It does not appear, in what Senſe 
we are to underſtand this Kingdom of Chriſt, 
ſo as to have a Proſpect: of Peng Sharers 
with him in the Glorics of his Soveraignty.

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Can we expect to be adyanc'd to the Right 
and Left Hand of this King of the Jews ? 
Or, to be permitted to fit with him on his 
Throne, judging the Twelve Tribes of Iſrael? 

He has promis d this Ho- 
nour to thoſe for whom it is prepar 4; and 
amongſt ſuch are we, if we keep his Com- 
mandments. However to come to a nearcr 
Acquaintance with the Nature of the Re- 
ward promis'd in the Text, under the 
Phraſe of Reigning with our Saviour, let us 
enquire what is chicfly meant by Chriſt's 

Kingdom in the Dialect of Holy Wrat :

And indeed the Polity of the Chri- 
ſtian Church is properly a DTheocracy, or Hea- 
venly Mbnarchy ; wherein the Subjects, 
Laws, Rewards and Puniſhments, are purely 
Divine, and wholly different from thoſe of 
Temporal States. Hence it is that the Apo- 
ſtle tells his Philippians that their Conderſa- 
tion is in Heaven, Where the Words in the 
Original might have been render'd, Ve are 
Freemen of Heaven, and have our [Names 
inrolPd in that Corporation: For he there 
ſeems to allude to the Cuſtome of many in 
choſe Days, who (tho* they were born and 
lived in Places at a great Diſtance from 
Rome, yet) thought it a Glory to be made 
Free of that Great City.
